to know our experience with wooden 
mains In our city 


We have had wood pipes in use for 


SO years, and- at times a pressure as 
high as 80 pounds Is placed upon 
theml 


Our pipe was made of Michigan 


pine, painted first, then coated with a 
tar preparation and wrapped and 
banded with band iron,' also coated 
with a coal tar preparation Where 
these pipes were made from the cen 
ter of the log and contain no sap or 
knots they are perfect and give good 
service yet 


I believe that with your cypress 


near at hand that you have a wood 
•equally as good, and the pipe could 
be made at your very doors as it re 
quires only a boring machine with 
other equipment not very expensive 


I should think that inasmuch as 


your water will be carried into the 
city almost by its own gravity you 
nould not need the expensive <ast 
iron pipe at the present prohibitive 
prices when wood pipe if properly 
placed would serve the purpose 


I am an\ious that you have good 


water when I come again

The corn ear worm is one of the 


most dtstrmtive insects in the south 
It go i under a \ariety of names In 
tin spring it teed on the bud of the 
corn attacking the latter when it is 
about knee high 
Hence it is known 


as the false bud worm" (There is 
another msett known as the 
true 


bud worm 
which Injures corn in a 


similar manner 
This insect will 


yield to the same treatment as the 
false bud worm ) 


Later in the year when the corn 


is in the silk the moth lays her eggs 
on the silk and the young worm eats 
the silk and later on the kernels in 
the car In this stage it is known as 
the "corn ear worm " 


The next generation of insects 


(there are five or six generations in 
Florida) is liable to attack cotton 
when it is In the boll stage, and the 
insect here is known as the "cotton 
boll -worm" The latter generations

One must use the air slaked lime, and 
not the quick lime, as the latter will 
burn the plants 
Dust this down into 


each hill, preferably in the morning 
when there in dew on the plants so

RAISING AN ENGINE 


HOW IMMENSE LOCOMOTIVE WAS 


RESCUED AT SAN PEDRO. 


Railroad 
DtvlMd In. 


oenlou* Method to RMOVW Larg* 


EnglM Which Had Toppled 


Ov»r Into lay. 


While handling a pile driver equip- 


ment used bi rebuilding an old trestle 
at San Pedro, Cal., a 130-ton locomo- 
tive broke through Its track, toppled 
over the piling supporting the trestle 
and fell down a sloping embankment 
to the bottom of the bay. It went 
through 30 feet of water and half- 
bailed Itself, top down, to slime and 
mud. 


A floating derrick barge with equip- 


ment powerful enough to raise the en- 
gine was not available. A local rail- 
road superintendent finally devised an 
Ingenious method by which the big 
engine was successfully recovered. 


Two barges, each of 200-ton capac- 


ity, were floated out over the approxi- 
mate location of the "drowned" loco- 
motive. They were placed parallel to 
>ach other and united at each end by 
Ewo girders made of three logs- of 20- 
root piling lashed together with a 4ft- 
nch manlla rope tied about the piling 
and bits. As each turn of this lashing 
was made a hoisting engine was used 
to pull the rope tight. A complete 
loll of rope was used at each end of 
:he girder, and several short lashings 
were made between the ends as well. 


Before the hoisting work started, i 


some objectionable pile stumps had to 
be sawed off close to the bottom of 
he bay by a diver with a short piece 
of cross-cut saw. The first operation, 
necessary was to turn the engine and 
ts tender right side up. This had to 
ie done in two operations as the ten- 
der and engine could not be separated, 
wing to their depth In the slime. 
To support the engine, three clns- 
ers of large timbers were rigged 
cross the barges. Two of these were 
placed at each end and one In the 
middle. From these supports one and 
He-half Inch steel cables were dropped 


the engine, passed under It and 


made fast to It by the diver. 


When the cables were all made fast 


!>elow and drawn tight about the sup- 
ortlng timbers above, 60-ton by- 
raulic jacks were placed at each end 
f the supporting bridging. 
As the 


upports were jacked up, railroad ties 
irere Inserted under them for cribbing. 


After, the engine was turned rlght- 
de up the cables had to be rcudjustt-d 
nd more units attached. The hoist- 
ing then continued until the cribbing 
hud been built about 10 or 12 feet 
above the dock of the barges. Extra 
onl)l(> lashing was put on to hold the 
engine in suspension until tile crib-

Preserve the eggs in sodium sili- 


cate* (water glass) They may be kept 
for a year and yet be sufficiently fresh 
for cooking. Perfect preservation de- 
pends upon two factors, the condition 
of the egg when preserved, and the 
method of preserving. 
Fresh, clean, 


flrm-shelled eggs should be gathered 
daily, or twice daily in the summer, 
and placed in the preservative at 
onqe. To make the preservative solu- 
tion, dilute one quart of water glass 
with nine quarts of pure boiled and 
cooled water. Put 16 dozen fresh, in- 
fertile eggs In a clean stone jar, being 
sure that none are cracked. Pour the 
solution over the eggs until they are 
covered to a depth of one inch Keep 
the Jar covered to prevent evapora- 
tion, and set It in a cool, dry place. 
The preserving solution should not be 
used for more than one batch of eggs, 
nor for more than one season. 


"Never sell preserved eggs as fresh 


ones. 
Use them for cooking when 


prices rise, and sell the fresh ones. 
Before cooking preserved eggs, wash 
them and stick a pin in one end to 
allow the air to escape, which will 
prevent the egg from bursting when 
It is boiled."

| CHANCE IN THE NAVY 
! 
FOR ALL YOUNG MEN 


SUBSTITUTE FOR POTATOES 
For the last few months housewives 


everywhere have been hunting for a 
substitute for potatoes. There is no 
one vegetable that can take the place 
of the potato. Rice and macaroni and 
grits really furnish more food value 
than the potato, but they are lacking 
In certain 
elements necessary to 


make them a successful substitute. 
For the potato is alkaline and the 
cereal foods are not. The potato con- 
tains certain mineral elements that 
we need, as well as cellulose which 
gives bulk to our food 
The cereals 


used In place of the potato are rich In 
starch. They contain a small percent- 
age of mineral matter and some por- 
tein or tissue building material. But 
these are found In very small quan- 
tities. In the process of digestion the 
cereals are add and used alone pro- 
duce acidity of the stomach. 
Nor 


should they be taken In the same 
quantity as potatoes. This acid con- 
dition may be overcome by using in 
combination with the cereal'foods 
vegetables which are rich In mineral 
matter, say* Miss Acne* Ellen Harris 
of the University ot Florida extension 


In 
recent legislation congress has 


authorized the appointment of 100 en- 
listed men to the naval academy at 
Annapolis each year, where they will 
be trained as officers. This ia a won- 
derful opportunity for young Ameri- 
cans who have the necessary mental 
and physical qualifications and age, 
and is published for the Information 
ot the young men as well as parents. 


To secure this prize it is necessary 


that young men enlist in tbe United 
States navy and serve one year as en- 
listed men; they then become eligi- 
ble to apply for examination, provided 
they are under 20 years ot age. The 
examination is strictly competitive 
and the best man wins. No appoint- 
ment from congressmen Is required 
and Influence, political or otherwise, 
Is of no help. Each boy stands on his 
own merits. 
The scope of the en- 


trance examination is about equal to 
a high school education. It is not 
necessary that a boy have a high 
school education, however, as schools 
are maintained on all ships and sta- 
tions, where officers are detailed as 
tutors, and where boys are prepared 
for examination. 


This Is a much surer way of enter- 


Ing Annapolis than trying to secure 
an appointment from civil life. It will 
be borne in mind that of all the men 
in the navy only about 4,000 are of 
the proper age 
(under 20) which 


means that one out of every 400 will 
secure the appointment. 
Also the 


vast majority of these 400 have had 
no, high school work, probably only a 
grammar school education, so It can 
be seen that a boy with some high 
school work who is studious and am- 
bitious, has an excellent chance of

I was stranded at the old Mission- 
house in Macklnac, waiting for a Lake 
Superior steamer which did not choose 
to come, and I was devouring, to the 
very stubble, all the current literature 
I could get hold of, even down to the 
deaths and marriages in the "Herald." 
My memory for names and people is 
good, and the reader will see, as be 
goes on, that I had reason enough to 
remember Philip Nolan. 
There are 


hundreds of reader* who would have 
paused at that announcement. If the 
officer of the Levant who reported It 
had chosen to make it thus: "Died, 
May llth, -The Man without a Conn- 


whether It was a non ml ricordo, de-' 
termlned on as a piece of policy, t do 
not know. But this I do know, that 
since 1817, and possibly before, no 
naval oncer has mentioned Nolan In 
his report of a cruise. 


As I say, there Is no need for se- 


crecy any longer. And now the poor 
creature Is dead. It seems to me worth 
while to tell a little of his story, by 
way of showing young Americans of 
today what-it Is to be 


A MAN WITHOUT A COUNTRY. 
Philip Nolan was as One a young 


officer as there was in the "Legion of 
the West," as the western division of 
our army was then called. 
When 


Aaron Burr made his first dashing ex- 
pedition down to New Orleans in 1805, 
at Fort Massac, or somewhere atove 
on the river, he met, as the devil 
would have It, this gay, dashing, bright 
young fellow, at some dinner party, 
I think. Burr marked him, talked to 
him, walked with him, took him a day 
or two's voyage In his flatboat, and, 
In abort, fascinated him. For the next 
year barrack life-was very tame to 
poor Nolan. He occasionally availed 
of the permission the great man had 
given him to write to him. Long, high- 
worded, stilted letters the poor boy 
wrote and re-wrote and copied. But 
never a line did he ha\e in reply from 
the gay deceiver. The other boys in 
the garrison sneered at him, because 
he sacrificed in this unrequited affec- 
tion for a politician the time which 
they devoted to Monongahela, sledge, 
and high-low-jack. Bourbon, euchre, 
and poker were still unknown. But 
one day Nolan had bis revenge. This 
time Burr came down the river, not at- 
an attorney seeking a place for his 
office, but as a disguised conqueror. 
He had defeated I know not how many 
district attorneys; he had dined at I 
know not how many public dinners; he 
had been heralded In I know not how 
many Weekly Arguses; and it was ru- 
mored that he had an army behind him 
and an empire before him. It was a

night, in a three years' cruise, who 
never knew that his name was "No- 
lan," or whether the poor wretch bad 
any name at all.

There can now be no possible harm 


In telling this poor creature's story. 
Reason enough there has been till 
now, ever since Madison'* administra- 
tion went out In 1817, for very strict 
secrecy, the secrecy of honor Itself, 
among the gentlemen of the navy who 
have had Nolan In successive charge. 
And certainly It speaks well for the es- 
prit de corps of the profession and the 
personal honor of its members, that to 
the press this man's story has been 
wholly unknown, and, I think, to the 
country at large aluo. 


I have reason to think, from some 


investigations I made In the naval 
archives when I was attached to the 
bureau of construction, that every of- 
ficial report relating to him was burned 
when Ross burned the public building* 
at Washington. One of the Tucker*, 
or possibly one of the Watsons, bad 
Nolan In charge at the end of the war; 


- and when, on returning from Us cruise, 


he reported at Washington to one of 
the Crownlnshlelda—who waa la the 
navy department when he came home 
—h« found that the departcnent Ig- 
nored the whole business. Whether 
they, really, knew nothing about.lt, or 


he asked Nolan to take him out in his 
skiff, to show him a cane-brake or a 
cottonwood tree, as he said, really to 
seduce him; and by the time the sutl 
was over, Nolan was enlisted body and 
soul. From that time, though he did 
not yet know It, he lived as "A Man 
without a Country." 


What Burr meant to do I know no 


more than you, dear reader. It Is none 
of our business just now. Only, when 
tUe grand catastrophe came, and Jef- 
ferson and the House of Virginia of 
that day undertook to break -on the 
wheel all the possible Clarences of the 
then House of Tork, by the great 
treason trial at Richmond, some of the 
lesser fry In that distant Mississippi 
valley, which was farther from us than 
Puget Sound Is today, introduced the 
like novelty on their provincial stage. 
and, to while away the monotony of 
the summer at Fort Adams, got up, for 
spectacles, a-string of court-martials 
on the officers there. One and anoth- 
er of the colonels and majors were 
tried, and, to fill out the list, little.No- 
lan, against whom, heaven knows, 
there was evidence enough, that he 
was sick of the service, had been witl- 
ing to be false to it, and would have 
obeyed any order to march anywhlther 
with anyone who would follow him, 
had the order only been signed, "By 
command of His Exc. A. Burr." The 
courts dragged on. The big flies es- 
caped, rightly for all I know. Nolan 
wa* proved guilty enough, as I say; 
yet you and I would never have heard

him "United States" was scarcely a 
reality. Yet he had been fed by "Unit- 
ed States" for all the 'years sltfce he 
had been in the army. Be had sworn 
nn his faith as a Christian to be true to 
"United States." 
It was "United 


States" which gave him the uniform he 
w ore, and the sword by his side. Nay, 
my poor Nolan, it was only because 
"United States" had picked you out 
lirst as one of her own confidential 
men of honor, that "A. Burr" cared 
for you a straw more than for the flat- 
boat men who sailed his ark for him. 
I do i.it excuse Nolan; I only explain 
to the reader why he damned his conn- 
try, and wished he might never hear 
her name again. 


He never did hear her name but once 


again. From that moment, Septem- 
ber 23, 1807, till the day he died, May 
11, 1863, he never heard her name 
again. 
For that half century and 


more he was a man without a coun- 
try. 


Old Morgan, as I said, was terribly 


shocked. 
If Nolan had compared 


George Washington to Benedict Ar- 
nold, or had cried, "God save King 
George," Morgan would not have felt 
worse. He called the court Into his 
private room, and returned In fifteen 
minutes, with a face like a sheet, to 
say: 


"Prisoner, hear the sentence of the 


court The court decides, subject to 
the approval of the president, that yon 
never hear the name of the United 
States again." 


Nolan laughed. 
But nobody else 


laughed. ' Old 
Morgan 
was 
too 


solemn, and the whole room was 
hushed dead as night for a minute. 
Even Nolan lost his swagger In a mo- 
ment. 
Then Morgan added: "Mr. 


Marshal, take the prisoner to Orleans 
in an armed boat, and deliver him to 
the naval commander there." 


The marshal gave his orders, and 


the prisoner waa taken out of court. 


"Mr. Marshal," continued old Mor- 


gan, "sea that no one mentions the 
United States to the prisoner. 
Mr. 


Marshal, make my respects to Lien- 
tenant Mitchell at Orleans, and re- 
quest htm to order that no one shall 
mention the United State* to the pris- 
oner while he Is on board ship. Ton 
will receive your written orders from 
the officer on duty here this evening. 
The court Is adjourned without day." 


I have always supposed that Colonel 


Morgan himself took the proceedings 
of the court to Washington City, and 
explained them to Mr. Jefferson. Cer- 
tain It Is that the president approved 
them, certain, that Is, If I may believe 
the men who aty they have aeen hi* 
signature. 


The plan then adopted was sub- 


stantially the same which was neces- 
sarily followed ever after. Perhaps 
It wa* suggested by the necessity of 
sending htm by water from Fort 
Adam* and Orleans. The secretary of 
the navy waa requested to put Nolan 
on board a government vessel bound 
on a too* cm!**, and to direct that be 
abonld he only so far cooaaed there 
aa w make It certain that he never 
•aw or heard of the country. We had 
few km cruise* then, and -the navy 
waa very much out of favor; and aa 
abaost an of thl* atorr la traditional, 
a* I have explained, too not know cer- 
tainly what hla am cralaa waa.

escape. 


"Ton will provide him with such 


quarters, rations, and clothing* a* 
would be proper for an officer of hi* 
late rank. If he were a passenger on 
your vessel on tha business of Us gov- 
ernment. 


"The gentlemen on board win make 


any arrangements agreeable to them- 
selves regarding bis society. He is to 
be exposed to no indignity of any kind 
nor is he ever unnecessarily to be re- 
minded that he la a prisoner. 


"But under no circumstance* 1* he 


ever to hear of his country or to see 
any information regarding It; and yon 
will especially caution all the officers 
under your command to take care that, 
in the various Indulgences which may 
be granted, this role. In which his pun- 
ishment Is Involved, shall not be 
broken. 


"It is the Intention of the govern- 


ment that he shall never again see 
the country which he has disowned, 
Before the end of your cruise you will 
receive orders which will give effect 
to this intention.

THE CORN EAR WORM 


In connection with the lecent offer 


of the land department of the Florida 
East Coast railroad to furnish seed 
•orn to the farmers of New Smyrna 
Icinitv, who will agree to plant and 


cultivate the crop, the following in- 
'ormation en how {o control the corn 
ear worm, from thn state university 
experiment station, is valuable to the 
armor!, who have planted, or arc 
lontemplating planting corn' 


The torn ear worm is one of the 


most destructive insects in the s> 
t g«3s under a variety of names. In 
!i<; spring it teedt; on the bud of the 
corn, attacking the latter when it is 
about knee high. Hence, it is known 
as the "false bud worm " (There is 
another insect known as the "true 
bud worm," which Injures corn in a 
similar manner. 
This 
insect will 


icld to the same treatment as* the 
alse bud worm.) 


Later in the year, when the corn 


s in the silk, the moth lays her eggs 
on the silk, and the young worm eats 
he silk and later on the kernels in 
he ear. In this stage it is known as 
he "corn ear worm." 


The next generation ot insects, 
there are five or six generations in 
Florida) is liable to attack cotton 
when It is' In the boll stage, and the 
nsect here 18 known as the "cotton 
boil -worm." The latter generations 
will attack fall beans, peas and a 
great variety ot crops. 
The insect 


iften attacks tomatoes, where it 
causes considerable damage, and is 
known as the "tomato fruit worm." 


Those insects are apparently easily 


controlled in corn when they are 
working as the bud worm. Make a 
mixture of equal parts ot powdered 
zinc arscnite or lead arccnate and air- 
slacked lime, or one can use twice as 
much of the lime as tho arsenical 
One must use the air-slaked lime, and 
not the quick Hmo, as the latter will 
burn the plants. Dust this down into 
each hill, preferably In the morning 
when there in dew on the plants so 
that the poison will run down into 
the buds. 


This dusting can be done most easi- 


ly by means of a porous muslin bag 
which can be jarred over the plants. 
On a large scale a man on horseback 
can ride down through the field dust- 
ing four rows at a time by having a 
pole across the saddle on either end 
of which there are two of these mus- 
lin bags, placed at anch distances as 


If 
It 


might be possible to dust sii rows 
at a time. Pass down the rows slowly 
and jar the pole over each plant and 
not much of the 
powder will bo 


wasted. 


One could also go through the field 


on foot and jar the poison into each 
plant which seems to be affected, but 
a much more thorough Job would be 
done If each plant was dusted. 


When the Insect is feeding on the 


silk it Is much harder to control, but 
nuch good can be done even here by 
islng the arsenical compound. If the 
insect once gets inside of the ear of 
com It Is out of reach of araenlcals. 
At the time the silks tarta to appear, 
blow the mixture through the ear 
by mean* of a blower or duster. Re- 
peat every four to seven days as long 
as the silks continue to appear. There 
s no ase to continue the treatment 
after the silks have become dry, as 
the worms have by this time entered 
the ear.

have a significance they never had 
before.

itate against sickness, for a good 
share of oar physical illness is a re- 
sult of idleness.

RAISING AN ENGINE 


HOW IMMENSE LOCOMOTIVE WAS 


RESCUED AT SAN PEDRO.

Engine Which Had Toppled 


Over Into lay. 


While handling a pile driver equip- 


ment used tu rebuilding an old trestle 
at San Pedro, Cal., a 130-ton locomo- 
tive broke through Its track, toppled 
over the piling supporting the trestle 
and fell down a sloping embankment 
to the bottom of the bay. It went 
through 30 feet of water and half- 
burled Itself, top down, ill slime and 
mud. 


A floating derrick barge with equip- 


ment powerful enough to raise the en- 
gine was not available. A local rail- 
road superintendent finally devised an 
Ingenious method by which the big 
engine was successfully recovered. 


Two barges, each of 200-ton capac- 


ity, were floated out over the approxi- 
mate location of the "drowned" loco- 
motive. They were placed parallel to 
each other and united at each end by 
two girders made of three logs, of 20- 
foot piling lashed together with a 4ft- 
inch manila rope tied about the piling 
and bits. As each turn of this lashing 
was made a hoisting engine was used 
to pull the rope tight. A complete 
coll of rope was used at each end of 
the girder, and several short lashings 
were made between the ends as well. 


Before the hoisting work started, 


some objectionable pile stumps had to 
be sawed off close to the bottom of 
the bay by a diver with a short piece 
of cross-cut saw. The first operation, 
necessary was to turn the engine and 
Its tender right side up. This had to 
be done in two operations as the ten- 
der and engine could not be separated, 
owing to their depth In the slime. 


To support the engine, three clns- 


ITS of large timbers were rigged 
across the barges. Two of these were 
placed at each end and one In the 
middle. From these supports one and 
one-half Inch steel cables were dropped 
to the engine, passed under It and 
made fast to It by the diver. 


When the cables were all made fast 


below and drawn tight about the sup- 
porting Umbers above, 50-ton hy- 
draulic jacks were placed at each end 
of the supporting bridging. 
As the 


supports were jacked up, railroad ties 
were inserted under them for cribbing. 


After, the engine was turned right- 


side up the cables had to be rcudjustt-d 
mid more units attached. The hoist- 
ing then continued until the cribbing 
had been built about 10 or 12 feet 
above the dock of the barges. Extra 
cable lashing vv«« put on to hold the 
engine in suspension until tile crib-

solution over the eggs until they are 
covered to a depth of one Inch 
Keep 


the Jar covered to prevent evapora 
tlon, and set It in a cool, dry place 
The preserving solution should not be 
used for more than one batch of eggs 
nor for more than one season

ones 
Use them for cooking when 


prices rise, and sell the fresh ones 
Before cooking preserved eggs, wash 
them and stick a pin in one end to 
allow the air to escape, which wll 
prevent the egg from bursting when 
it is boiled." 


SUBSTITUTE FOR POTATOES 
For the last few months housewives 


everywhere have been hunting for a 
substitute for potatoes 
There is no 


one vegetable that can take the place 
of the potato. Rice and macaroni and 
grits really furnish more food value 
than the potato, but they are lacking 
In certain elements 
necessary 
to 


make them a successful substitute 
For the potato is alkaline and the 
cereal foods are not. The potato con- 
tains certain mineral elements that 
we need, as well as cellulose which 
gives bulk to our food 
The cereals 


used In place of the potato are rich in 
starch They contain a small percent- 
age of mineral matter and some por- 
teln or tissue building material But 
these are found In very small quan 
titles 
In the process of digestion the 


cereals are acid and used alone pro- 
duce acidity of the stomach 
Nor 


should they be taken In the same 
quantity as potatoes. This acid con 
dition may be overconw by using in 
combination with the cereal'food* 
vegetables which are rich In mineral 
matter, says Miss Agnes Ellen Harris 
of the University of Florida extension 
division. These are found among the 
fresh and succulent vegetable*. Baets, 
cabbage, string beans, celery, carrots, 
parsnips, greens, lettuce and turnips 
nmish a large amount of mineral

listed men to the naval academy at 
Annapolis each year, where they wli: 
be trained as officers 
This Is a won 


derful opportunity for young Ameri 
cans who have the necessary mental 
and physical qualifications and age 
and is published for the information 
of the young men as well as parents 


To secure this prize it is necessary 


that young men enlist in the United 
States navy and serve one year as en 
listed men, they then become ellgl 
ble to apply for examination, provided 
they are under 20 years of age 
The 


examination is strictly competitive 
and the best man wins 
No appoint 


ment from congressmen Is required 
and Influence, political or otherwise 
is of no help Each boy stands on his 
own merits 
The scope of the on 


trance examination Is about equal to 


high school education 
It is not 


necessary that a boy have a high 
school education, however, as schools 
are maintained on all ships and sta- 
tions, where officers are detailed as 
tutors, and where boys are prepared 
for examination. 


This Is a much surer way of enter- 


Ing Annapolis than trying to secure 
an appointment from civil life It will 
be borne In mind that of all the men 
in the navy only about 4,000 are of 
the proper age 
(under 20) which 


means that one out of every 400 will 
secure the appointment. 
Also the 


vast majority of these 400 have had 
no, high school work, probably only a 
grammar school education, so It can 
be seen that a boy with some high 
school work who is studious and am 
bltious, has an excellent chance of 
obtaining 
the 
appointment. 
This 


chance can be more readily realised 
when It Is remembered that before 
this legislation only about 2BO a year 
entered Annapolis fran tfca •atMa 
United States, which includes nil* 
lions of American youths 


For the man or boy, however, who 


has not the necessary qualifications 
for Annapolis the navy contains many 
opportunities also.

In telling this poor creature's story 
Reason enough there has been till 
now, 
ever since Madison's administra- 


tion went out la 1817, for very strict 
secrecy, the secrecy of honor Itself 
among the gentlemen of the navy who 
have had Nolan In successive charge. 
And certainly It speaks well for the es- 
prit de corps of the profession and the

personal honor of its members, that to 
the press this man's story has been 
wholly unknown, and, I think, to the 
country at large also.

Cost of Stopping Train. 


A railroad In the southern part of 


he United States, In order to make it 
plain to Its patrons why suburban 
rains are not stopped whether there 
are passengers or not, has carefully 
computed the cost of stopping a train. 
The calculation was made th it It costs 
about 60 cents to stop n freight train 
of 2,000 tons and then to speed it up 
ngaln to its normal rate of 25 miles 
an hour. 
This calculation was, of 


course, based upon the price of coal. 
One half of this expense represented 
the amount of coal burned; then there 
vv.is the time wasted by the men, this 
being valued at 10 cents. The wear 
and tear on the brakes and the start- 
Ing mechanism «us estimated at 20 
cents. 


Preduen Mott Revenue. 


The railroad In the Western Hemis- 


phere that produces the most revenue 
to the mile is not In the United States 
but In Brazil. It Is the Sao Paulo 
railroad, 184 miles long, from Santos, 
by way of Sao Paolo, to Jundlahy. 
The road carries more than one-half 
of the world's snpply of coffee, and is 
said to be one of the best-managed 
railroads In Sonth America.
